The  property  listed  in  this  catalogue  will  be  offered  and  sold  subject 
to  the  following  terms  and  conditions : 

1.  The  word  “Galleries,”  wherever  used  in  these  Conditions  of  Sale 
means  the  Kende  Galleries,  Inc. 

2.  The  Galleries  have  exercised  reasonable  care  to  catalogue  and 
describe  correctly  the  property  to  be  sold,  but  they  do  not  warrant 
the  correctness  of  description,  genuineness,  authenticity  or  condition 
of  said  property. 

3.  The  Galleries  reserve  the  right  to  withdraw  any  article  from 
sale  for  any  reason  whatsoever  before  the  article  is  offered  for  sale. 

4.  Unless  otherwise  announced  by  the  auctioneer  at  the  time  of 
sale,  all  bids  are  to  be  for  the  lot  as  a  whole  and  as  numbered  in 
the  catalogue. 

5.  The  highest  bidder  accepted  by  the  auctioneer  shall  be  the  buyer. 
In  the  event  of  any  dispute  between  bidders,  the  auctioneer  may, 
in  his  discretion,  determine  who  is  the  successful  bidder,  and  his 
decision  shall  be  final ;  or  the  auctioneer  may  reoffer  and  resell  the 
article  in  dispute.

Mr.  Robert  Fridenberg,  dean  of  American  Printsellers 
and  honored  merchant  of  Old  New  York,  was  perhaps  the 
most  important  influence  in  making  Americans  conscious  of 
the  worth  and  importance  of  our  early  American  Views,  par¬ 
ticularly  so  in  the  case  of  pictures  of  Old  New  York.  To 
aR.F  as  he  is  affectionately  known,  should  go  the  credit  for 
finding  and  placing  the  many  rare  and  interesting  prints  in 
the  great  collections  of  the  past — collections  now  long  since 
dispersed,  with  most  of  their  flnest  examples  housed  in  per¬ 
manent  public  institutions.  Such  collections  as  the  Holden, 
the  Daly,  the  Borden,  the  Neill,  the  Pyne,  the  Arnold,  the 
Goelet  and  many  others,  owed  their  very  existence,  as  much 
to  the  research  and  knowledge  of  “R.F.,”  as  to  the  wealth 
and  interest  of  their  owners.  Mr.  F  N.  Phelps-Stokes,  author 
of  the  great  work,  Iconography  of  Manhattan  Island,  in 
his  introduction,  pays  tribute  to  Robert  Fridenberg's  great 
store  of  information  placed  at  his  disposal  in  the  preparation 
of  that  work. 

Now,  after  more  than  52  years  in  business,  “R.F.”  comes 
before  the  public  with  his  first  offering  at  auction.  The  col¬ 
lection  here  presented,  while  modest  in  proportions,  is  of 
great  interest,  particularly  for  the  fine  group  of  New  York 
Views.  How  many  New  Yorkers  today  know  what  Forty- 
second  Street  and  Fifth  Avenue  looked  like  fifty  or  more  years 
ago?  How  many  know  that  New  York  had  a  “Floating 
Church?”  How  many  know  even  a  small  portion  of  the 
interesting,  historic,  and  sometimes  curious  places  pictured 
in  these  rare  prints?  Here  they  are  then,  (and  very  few  others 
can  be  found  today),  offered  for  public  competition,  alas, 
at  prices  perhaps  which  will  be  but  fractions  of  what  the  col¬ 
lectors  of  the  past  generation  paid  for  theirs. 

To  many  who  examine  and  purchase  these  prints,  Robert 
Fridenberg  is  perhaps  unknown;  but  to  those  who  do  know 
him,  let  us  do  him  honor  in  his  declining  years.
